Hence the Royal Air Force losses in 
November, 1943, touched a new low 
(as proportion of four thousand arid 
five hundred bomber sorties made.) 

The importance of the latest attacks 
upon Berlin is proof that Germany’s last 
chance of ‘stopping the R.AF. failed in 
direct battle.

Jan Masaryk, Foreign Minister of 
Czechoslovakia, the ‘-first. state against 
which Hitler exercised his policy of aggres-

the after-war_era. These he expressed in 
Washington. As a Czechoslovak, his views 
are naturally of importance ,as the first 
blow of the Nazis was felt by Czechoslo- 
vakia. where Hitler with perfidy. and utter 
defiance of principle and betrayal of his 
promises made at Munich behaved ‘like a 
savage of the lowest depths of degredation 
in the treatment of the Czech people. 
Brutal disregard of the nations was every- 
where seen and the world then knew for 
certain that Hitler was alming at world 
conquest, with the Czechoslovakians as 
the first victims. ; 

So the words/of the son of the founder 
and first President of Czechoslovakia carry 
import to the world of the United Nations. 
He foresees Hitler taken’ care of by the 
military or ending his life at the end of 
his bloody tyranny, he sees two types of 
war criminal trials, those of the outstand- 
ing criminals who will be taken care of 
quickly and then those for. the lesser ones. 
He sees the need of British and American 
troops to,help clean up the Nazi terrorists 
after the war. : 

Mr, Masaryk foresees a period of quar- 
antine for Germany -in' which she will 
have to prove herself worthy. before the 
quarantine can be lifted. : 

He has a hopeful view of the Axis satel- 
lite, countries which he says need to have 
the crust of the totalitarian sympathizers

HHORTLY after ndon on February 
19, 1940, Deputy Sheriff Cyrus 
Maynard and Coroner Roy 
Banks jolted along the frozen road 
toward a farm situated four miles 


. ‘outside of the town of Apex, North 
Carolina. : 


They were detailed to report on 
the suicide of Mrs. Mary Herndon, 
who was knownefar.and wide as 
“the most beautiful worhan in Wake 
County.” 

As the officers drove along in 
silence they were stirred by boy- 
hood memories and recollections of 
the beauteous Mary, and how many 
men's hearts were broken when she 
chose Jim Herndon to be her life's 
companion. This marriage proved 
to be a very happy one, and when 
Herndon dicd in December, 1939, 
Mary retired to the seclusion of a 
farm owned by’ her daughter and 
son-in-law, Woodrow and Margaret 
Cotton, 


Arriving at that farmhouse, May- 
nard and Banks were forced to 
stifle a sob as they viewed the re 
mains of the one time beauty, now 
twisted in agony, a gaping shotgun 
wound on her left side, What a 
tragic ante they thought, for pretty

Cotton, who had}in- 
herited her mother’s comeliness 
gat at the kitchen table sobbing 
piteously, while her husband, arm 
across her shoulder, endeavored to 
comfort her. - 
“What happened?” Maynard asked 


. the young farmer and his wife, who

With a catch in his voice and a 
visible attempt to control his emo- 
tion, Woodrow Cotton answered: “I 
don’t know exactly, but it appears 
that mother. took the shotgun that 
used to belong to her husband out 
to the barn and shot herself. Margy 
and I heard the shot and got to 
the barn a’ minute later, but we 
couldn't do anything for her then. 
She died as we were carrying her 
into the house.” 

The deputy voiced his sympathy. 
After a quarter of a century of 
happy married life the loss of her 
mate could very well have unbal- 
anced Mary’s mind. 

The coroner called Maynard into 
the other room. There Banks seemed 
intensely absorbed in examinipg the 
victim’s left hand. Without looking 
up he said:

Before long we 
found quite a collection’ of usable material, 
For example, we found 500 old 75-millimeter 
guns, and 400 Thompson sub-machine guns 
left over from the last war, The Navy tumed 
up 5,000 obsolete 30-pound’ ‘bombs and the 
Army found 560 100-pounders. Some place we 
found 8 out-of-date torpedoes, and sofneone 
came up with 500 38-calibre revolvers which 

-antedated even the First World War. 

“To arm the foot soldiers and the home 
guard, we ged tosdig up nearly a half 
million We might have added to this 
several thousand'more old Springfield 30-30's, 
but there was no ammunition to be found 
anywhere in the world, and the guns were no 
good without bullets.” 

That day is now far distant. In the 
interim great forces have been developed 
by the United Nations, greater than were 
thought possible and these are at work for 
victory. The outlook can best be expressed 
in the confident message of Mr. Churchill 
in his broadcast to the nation on June 17, 
1940, “in the end all will be well.” 


Shaw Writing Political Play

Tojo Grows Anxious —_ 
Japanese Premier Tojo with character- 
istic Japanese insincerity, untru 


golden opportunity” to strike a crushing 
blow at the Allies. That in. itself is an 
admission that’ the Japanése have not 
been able to strike a crushing blow them- 
selves. His reference to the need to speed 
to the front “superior aircraft” is proof 
that Japanese aircraft are not of that 
superior. class. ee 

Knowing. what has been the. success of 
the Allied Powers in the air against Japan, 
Tojo says ‘air power will decide the gen- 
eral trend in the present war situation and 
determine its outcome.” 

The urgency he mentions of an immedi- 
ate increase in iron, light metals and coal 
and an‘ improvement in land and sea 
communication is proof that the course of 
the War has been very unsatisfactory to 
Japan. In the air and on the sea Japan has 
suffered very heavy losses, Jap planes 
being shot down at the rate of five or 
seven Japanese or even higher to one 
‘Allied plane and Japanese shipping has 
been, reported as very heavily handicapped 
by the severe losses which have been in- 
flicted-upon the Nipponese. Tojo admitted 
very heavy shipping losses.. 

Tojo’s reference to American produc- 
tion of war materials as having already 
reached its peak can be- taken as wishful 
thinking by the Japanese militarist, and a 
desperate hope. 

His statement that Japan would ‘wel- 
come a long war indicates that desperate 
hope of Japan to. have time to consolidate 
and develop. her ‘gains made_early in the 
war.and to make use of resources of the 
overrun lands which she took. Her. lack of 
adequate. shipping and the decline of her 
air strength and the quality of her pilots 
and airplanes have been having a serious 
effect upon her war effort. 

A very enlightening. viewpoint on this 

of Tojo’s is the view held by United 
States War Secretary Stimson who sees 
indications that Japanese resistance in 
the South Pacific may be collapsing in 
northern: New Guinea, that Allied troops 
were making steady progress throughout 
the southwest Pacific, and that there were 
evidences that some of the Japanese were 
trying to'escape by barges at night and 
that several of, these’ troop-laden barges 
had been sunk near Saidor. Allied troops 
too are constantly enlarging their beach- 
heads in New Britain, he said. 

‘Even on Friday 12 more Japanese 
merchant ships were reported sunk-by 


* United States submarines to make the 
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. total of 558 Japanese ships sent’ to the 
bottom or damaged, 408 of them definitely 
sunk, while in addition American sub- 
marines have probably sunk 36 Japanese 
vessels and damaged 114 others. 

Tojo is worried by the losses of ships 
and planes,and the successful offensives 
of the Allied forces in the Pacific. : 


The Appian Way 

Twenty-two hundred and fifty-six years 
ago Appius Claudius, the Roman censor, 
completed the great Appian Way extend- 
ing from Rome to Capua. The Romans of 
old have.been highly praised for the thor- 
oughness and the knowledge of science 
they applied in the construction of their 
military highways many centuries ago. 
The Appian Way was built in an era 
when the ancient city of Rome was in her 
early growth. She had begun expansion 
within Italy. When the Appian Way, now 
‘im the news as having been reached by the 
Allied forces” under \ General Clark, was 
built Rome had yet. to pass through 
nearly three centuries of expansion before 
she was to reach the era of Augustus, first 
of the.emperors. In that three hundred 
years she expanded greatly and came to 
rule the Mediterranean and to penetrate 
far north into Europe, reaching Britain, 
fighting with the German tribes and ex- 
tending ber Pounds far into Asia Minor 
an orth ca, particularly Egypt. 
And then the gradual derline or Roman 
power followed over the centuries. : 

Now after many centuries. the Appian 
Way again occupies attention. The

This- age-old “true or false" 
up to.-test the lore of weather. wise 
amateurs. 
It never gets too cold to snow, but it 
frequently. gets too cold for snow to fall in 


- Flakes fall when the air through which 
they pass, is 32 degrees fahrenheit or 
slightly lower. At this temperature the air 
usually holds enough moisture to allow 
the flakes to become fat and mat together 
and the fall is likely to be heavy. 

As the temperature sinks lower the air 
becomes drier, the snowfall lighter and 
more powdery. At temperatures below 
zero a heavy fall of snow is rare. The snow 
that does fall takes the form of ice’ spi- 
cules, ice needles, or fills the air with fine 
glittering diamondlike dust. The alr at 
these subzero temperatures is too dry to 
produce flakes. 

Snow has fallen in Little America with 
the thermometer at 65 below zero, Alaska 
temperatures well under 50 below have 
produced snow. In eastern Siberia, tem- 
peratures which average under 40 below 
have been accompanied by snow. Verk- 
hoyansk—the coldest spot in the world— 
with a recorded winter temperature of 94 
below zero, is within this Siberian section 
where snowfall is apt to be light, but 
where snow can and does fall,
